amou nt is, can be ju d ged by the 
state of the American manager 
of a bank here, who said : 
-There are at least 5 0,000 v isi­ 
tors here from the eastern states 
of America who spend ov er $1,- 
000 d u ring their su mmer v isit."

Ev entu ally officials of Acco- 
mac, the nearest town, d ecid ed 
that Tangier shou ld hav e a jail 
in case some seriou s law v iola­ 
tion necessitated strict impris­ 
onment.

threw it into the bay , consid er­ 
ing it a reflection on their law- 
abid ing character.

Hren was the father of two 
children, one seven and the oth­ 
er nine. 
The accident occurred 
May 
10, 19 24. Trial began at once and 
days of tedious testimony 
fol­ 
lowed, which ended 
in 
Hren’s 
conviction. 
On the day of sentence, Hren 
stood before Judge Carl V. Wey- 
gandt, who presided during the 
trial. W eygants’ decision, one 
of the most unusual in the his- 
‘tory of Cuyahoga county courts, 
was a sentence of five years in 
the new state penitentiary, the 
execution of which he suspended 
and placed Hren on probation 
for two years on the following 
conditions: 
That he turn over to the wi­ 
dow and her four children $4,- 
000 in cash, which 
represented 
his equity in property, and that 
out of hi§ earnings as a laborer, 
he divide his income between 
his fam ily and the Hubbell fam ­ 
ily until a total of $3,500 be paid. 
Since th at day in court, Hren 
has worked an average of 
10 
hours a day, seven days a week, 
dividing his pay with the widow 
of the man he killed. His wife 
also worked keeping a small con­ 
fectionery store to 
supplement 
the fam ily income. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. Hubbell ap­ 
plied the $4,000 cash settlem ent 
to discharge mortgages on the 
Hubbell home, and, with 
her 
mother, Mrs. Helen Wahl, acting 
as housekeeper for the four fa­ 
therless children, she resumed 
her own occupation as a steno­ 
grapher. 
During the three 
years that 
have 
elapsed, 
Hren 
reported, 
week after week, to 
Probation 
Officer Peter P. Mokris with re­ 
ceipts disclosing his payments to 
Mrs. Hubbell.

A new spray for combatting 


the growing menace of, the Ca- 
nadian Thistle has been mailed 
to County Agent O. S. Williams 
and due to the fact that this 
weed is found in Rush county in 
considerable numbers, questions 
have come to the county agent's 
office for methods of eradicating 
the thistles. 


According to Mr. Williams, 


this spray is a new one, recently 
evolved and has not yet been 
placed in the bulletins 
from 


Purdue university. It is a simple 
preparation, 
non-poisonous to 


soils- or cattle but deadly to this- 
tles. It is made by dissolving one 
pound of sodium chlorate in a 
gallon of cold water. 


Two or even three 
applica- 


tions of the spray may be ne- 
cessary. After the .spraying is 
done the sprayer should be 
thoroughly cleaned as the next 
spraying mixture may be con- 
taminated and kill the vegita- 
tion that it comes in contact. A 
humid day is better than a dry 
one for spraying the area in 
which the Canadian thistle is 
appearing. 


The sodium chlorate / for the 


new spray can be purchased 
from the Rush Service-Bureau 
and a local drug store. Questions 
pertaining to the use of the 
spray are referred to the county 
agent's office.

Views of many types in our complex civilization, 
but let us'continue to live in peace, and main- 
tain our love for all mankind. 


THE NEW MONEY 


Everyone is waiting expectantly for the new 


paper money which, we are informed in dis- 
patches from Washington, will soon be with us. 
The new money will be standardized in design 
and about two-thirds the size of the present 
currency. 
This is in line with the record of 


the. Treasury 
Department for efficiency" and 


economy. 
The new money: will 'be- economical 


because millions of dollars will be saved annual- 
ly in cost of material, and time will be saved in 
production, because 'twelve bills can be printed 
on one press at one impression while only eight 
of the present bills can be so printed. 
. - Standardizing the design will also be a big 
help to the public in counting arid watching its 
money. For instance — there are now five dif- 
ferent kinds of ten dollar bills. Under the new 
system of currency there will be but one kind? 
and it will be easily distinguishable. 
The one 


doljar bill will have a design entirely different 
from the designs of the higher denominations, 
and will be recognizable at a glance. 
This ds 


especially sensible in view of the fact that it will 
then be impossible for a counterfeiter to raise a 
one dollar bill to a ten at a bill of a hundred 
dollar denomination. 
The one dollar design 


would be recognized at once. 
The one dollar 


biU .will- carry George Washington's face and the 


$100 bill will have Franklin's photograph on the 
front, with an entirely different design from the 
one dollar bill on the back. 
Each of the eleven 


different denominations to be printed will have 
the face of a different patriot on the front arid 
a separate and easily distinguishable design on 
the back. 


It is interesting to note that the present 


change in our. currency is the first of any im- 
portance in more than sixty years. -Prom time 
to time proposals have been made to change the 
size and designs of our bills, but these have,al- 
ways met with failure. 
The present plan was 


adopted after a great study arid consideration by 
the Treasury experts and is believed to be the 
last word in efficiency and economy. In addi- 
tion to other advantages the smaller size of the 
bills will enable the fellow who has money to 
get along with a smaller and less cumbersome 
purse. 


The. change'*, will mark the passing of the 


yellow-back bills as the-new issues will all be 
green backs. And as soon as you learn which 
picture appears on the different denominations 
of bills it will 'be • almost impossible to short- 
change you unless you are half asleep. 


The new'bills will reach the public gradually, 


and will be paid out as the old bills are taken 
in. 
The old bills will then be destroyed.

Peking, July 18—(U.fi)—The re- 


turn to power of Marshal Feng 
Yuhsiang in North China has 
renewed interest of Chinese and 
foreign art connoiseurs hi Pek- 
ing in the question, "What has 
happened to the art treasures 
taken from the Boy Emperor?" 


Some four years ago, in 1924, 


when Marshal Feng seized Pek- 
ing by a coup d'etat, he sum- 
marily ejected the Boy Emperor 
from the Imperial Palace, and a 
great number of art treasures 
held by the former Manchu ru- 
ler disappeared. 


A few of the smaller objects 


have since appeared on the 
market in Peking, but these are 
attributed to thieving eunuchs 
who used the excitement of the 
occasion to get away with what- 
ever they could. The more im- 
portant objects, however, have 
never appeared, either in China 
or abroad. 


A group of prominent Chinese 


curio dealers in Peking were 
much 
interested when 
they 


learned that Marshal Feng had 
decided to evict the Boy Emper- 
or from the palaces set aside for 
him in the Forbidden City. They 
knew that the Boy Emperor had 
gathered together many of the 
Manchu treasures, covering cen- 
turies of Chinese history, and of 
great historic 
and 
intrinsic 


yalue. 
They 
suspected that 


these treasures might disappear, 
and placed spies around the 
Forbidden City to 
see what 


would happen. 


A spokesman of this group 


has has informed the United 
Press that all the more valuable 
articles were removed from the 
Boy Emperor's quarters in 1924, 
and that many boxes and bales 
were loaded on camels held hi 
waiting. 
These' camel-trains 


were traced to one of Peking's 
gates, through which they pas- 
sed on their way to the north- 
west. The spies did not dare pro- 
ceed further, so it is not known 
where the camels went. The 
curio dealers are convinced that 
these art treasures still are hid- 
den somewhere in the 
North- 


west, subject to the disposal of 
Marshal Feng or some 
of his 


subordinates. 


While none can be certain of 


the value of the articles taken, 
it is stated by experts that the 
teoy Emperor had treasures esti- 
mated at $250,000,000 gold, and 
that almost all of them disap- 
peared. 


It has been commonly sup- 


posed that the Boy Emperor 
was permitted to retain many of 
his treasures, and that he has 
existed since in his miniature 
court hi Tientsin on the pro- 
ceeds of some of them. But 
Chinese who appear to know 
what they are talking about de- 
clare that the Boy Emperor is 
dependent upon gifts from all 
parts of China. They declare 
that, strangely enough, the large 
part of his support at present 
comes from wealthy Cantonese, 
In spite of the fact that 'the 
South was chiefly responsible 
for the overthrow of the Man- 
chus. 


: The disposition of great art 
treasures is extremely difficult, 
even for a war lord. Proof must 
i>e given that they are genuine, 
and there are only a few experts 
pompetent to pass upon them. 
No war-lord cares to admit that 
Jie has taken the treasures from 
the Palace, and 
would like to 


make a sale secretly, but the on- 
ly persons with money enough 
to pay a reasonable price for the 
|«st of the Manchu treasures 
will not enter into any doubtful 
transaction.

Now these thre6 enterprising 
animals are really changelings, 
having been In a former existence 
nothing more than lowly flour 
bags bought from a local bakery 
shop. 
They were ripped and 
washed and their ink stampings 
were removed by covering them 
with lard or kerosene for a few 
hours and then washing out in 
lukewarm water.

dog are made out of two pieces 
of the material—a back and a 
front.

as Coolidge's Successor."

The evening edition of "Der 


Tag," another prominent daily 
here, published Governor Al 
Smith's picture on the day of 
Hoover's nomination, 
and an- 


nounced that Smith had been 
selected as the Democratic can- 
didate for the presidency. This 
was more than a fortnight be- 
fore the Democratic convention 
had convened at Houston. 


As soon as Hoover's nomina- 


tion became known in Berlin 
through a United Press "flash," 
members of the American col- 
ony her started placing bets 
among themselves; on the as- 
sumption that Governor Smith 
would be nominated at Houston, 
odds of 5 to 4 were placed here 
on Hoover.

New Orleans, July 18—<U.R>— 


Harrowing experiences of three 
local explorers In the jungles of 
South Mexico and Guatemala 
among natives none too willing 
to work and with monkey meat 
<and a kind of acorn for susten- 
ance when food ran short, were 
related iiere a few days ago by 
Wflbster McBryde, 20-year-oW 
son of Dr. John M. McBryde of 
Tulane University. Young Mc- 
Bryde returned ahead of his two 
companions, Dr. Frans Blum and 
Louis Bristow, also of Tulane, 
who witti native hirelings and 
mules,'made up the Mayan ex- 
pedition of Tulane Univeisity's 
department of Middle American 
Research that left New Orleans 
several months ago for the 
tropics. 


McBryde was separated from 


his-fellows who are still some- 
where in the jungle. The youth- 
ful explorer, after suffering with 
malaria fever that ran up his 
temperature at times to 104, fin- 
ally made his way to civilization 
and on to his home here for 
treatment. He announced he 
had "enough" of jungle ex- 
plorations. 


The party was separated 
on 


Lake Peten, in Guatemala, near 
Flores, McBryde said. The young 
explorer With several natives 
and some pack mules set out -to 
find a trail that was thought to 
lead, to some ancient ruins. Blum 
and Bristow were pursuing other 
trails. 


In crossing Lake Peten, Mc- 


Bryde said he noticed it was 
"rather hot" and looking at the 
thermometer lie carried saw it 
registered 55 degrees. That's 
centigrade, and 
that means 


about 131 degrees Fahrenheit," 
he said. 


A couple of days later, young 


McBryde was laid up with an at- 
tack of chills and fever. After 
a few days illness he recovered, 
apparently, and continued 
his 


course, covering approximately 8 
miles in a 10 or 12 hour day's 
travel through the thick jungle. 
Finally, after five days of the 
resumed journey, he reached 
Cayo where he was again seized 
with the dreaded malaria. After 
four days of burning fever, it 
was decided that 
McBryde 


should proceed down the river 
to Belize and have a blood test. 
The test showed malaria and the 
trip home was advised. 


McBryde told of the party 


spending! two weeks searching 
for a single trail; of Indians 
hired to accompany the expedi- 
tion, deserting their posts and 
of crossing and recrossing riv- 
ers by improvised rafts, in quest 
of trails and other traces of an- 
cient races. 


"We ran short of food with 


the exception of «offee and tea," 
said McBryde. "We were com- 
pelled to live for a time on oche 
(a kind of acorn) seed and mon- 
key meat." 


At one stage of the journey 


the explorers encountered some 
Southern Lacondones, the last 
survivors of a tribe and race 
almost extinct. 


.„ complied! by ^ Miner 
U. Justin; state crop statistician, 
show that Turkoff wheat, a var- 
iety originated by the' Purdue 
University agricultural experi- 
ment station, and now being 
widely grown over the^state, is 
the hardiest variety of wheat 
produced in Indiana. Justin's 
figures, which were compiled 
from over 2,500 reports from 
every county in the state, show 
that an average of "68 per cent 
of this variety of wheat sown hi 
the state last fall survived the 
severe winter of this year, which 
was the worst on record in 
causing wheat losses. An aver- 
age of only 35 per cent of 25 
other varieties sown survived 
the winter. Michikoff, another 
variety originated at Purdue, 
withstood the winter with an 
average of 56 per cent surviving, 
while Fulcaster, another popu- 
ular kind, showed only 43 per 
cent survival. But 37 per cent of 
the Michigan Amber variety 
survived the winter.

township assessors and county 
agents was provided in the re- 
quest of the state office on June 
28 for a special survey which 
would indicate the crops to 
which abandoned wheat land 
his been seeded. By - noon of 
July 2, only four days later, the 
state office was in receipt of an 
excellent 
return 
of 
reports 


which made it possible to esti- 
mate the changes in crops. 


With the summer season, in- 


creasing numbers of county de- 
legates of-farmers are visiting 
Purdue University on all-day 
trips to inspect the soils and 
crops, experimental farm and 
other points of interest. Within 
a week, recently, delegates from 
Warren, Pulaski and Benton 
counties were numbered among 
the visitors.

London, July 18—«J.R)—More 


' than $60,000,000 will pass into 


the hands of British 
traders 
: during the London -season." 
-' This is the indefinite period 


which more or less opened with 


"the Derby at the beginning of 
June, and ends with the Cowes 
Regetta early next month. 


It is the time when London is 


packed full from cellar to attic. 
Not only is every member of 
society "in residence," but they 
. entertain 
numerous 
guests, 


while visitors from all parts of 
the world cram in anywhere in 
the hotels. Even bathrooms are 
rented during the height of the 
season. 


This huge sum is made up by 


the money spent 
in London 


shops by visitors who, according 
to estimates, sweep into the 
metropolitan area at the rate of 
15,000 a week. It also consists of 
the varoius profits and expendi- 
tures of the various big social 
events. 


How conservative even this 


amount is, can be judged by the 
state of the American manager 
of a bank here, who said: 


"There are at least 50,000 visi- 


tors here from the eastern states 
of America who spend over $1,- 
.000 during their summer visit." 


That means $50,000,000 alone, 


always assuming that only a 
small proportion of these visi- 
tors are attracted by the season 
itself. 


To Londoners themselves the 


season may mean little more 
than a pageant which is so near 
home that they fail to appre- 
ciate its beauties; but a tour of 
the dozen grfat hotels of the 
West End revealed that there

Hren was the father of two 


children, one seven and the oth- 
er nine. 


The accident occurred May 


10,1924. Trial began at once and 
days of tedious testimony fol- 
lowed, which ended hi Hren's 
•conviction. 


On the day of sentence, Hren 


stood before Judge Carl V. Wey- 
gandt, who presided during the 
trial: Weygants* decision, one 


_ of the most unusual in the his- 
'tory of Cuyahbga county courts, 
was a sentence of five years in 
the new state penitentiary, the 
execution of which he suspended 
and placed Hren on probation 
for two years on the following 
conditions: 


That he turn over to the wi- 


dow and her four children $4,- 
ODO in cash, which represented 
his-equity in property, and that 
out of hi? earnings as a laborer, 
he divide his income between 
his family and the Hubbell fam- 
ily until a total of $3,500 be paid. 


Since that day in 'court, Hren 


has worked an average of 10 
hours a day, seven days a week, 
dividing his pay with the widow 
of Che man he.killed. His wife 
also worked keeping a small con- 
fectionery store to supplement 
the. family income. 


Meanwhile, Mrs. Hubbell ap- 


plied the $4,000 cash settlement 
to discharge mortgages on the 
Hubbell home, and, with her 
mother, Mrs. Helen Wahl, acting 
as housekeeper for the four fa- 
therless children, she resumed 
her own occupation as a steno- 
grapher.

'have elapsed, Hren reported, 
week after week, to Probation 
Officer Peter P. Mokris with re- 
ceipts jflisclosingiiis payments to 
Mrs. Hubbell. Records at the 
factory where he worked show-
